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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 1 appears to be allowable over the prior art, subject to further review as to whether its dependent claims 
are supported in the original disclosure. Proposed claim 41 does not simplify the issues in that the language is vague as to whether the 
optional cannulated follower member must satisfy the same functional limitations (on lines 4-6) imposed on the other option, the lead 
screw. The term "away from" (line 10) may also be vague and confusing in that the guide wire does not appear to be spaced apart (or 
"away") from the cannulated driver member but rather extends through said driver member during the procedure. The Applicant may have 
intended to refer to a proximal or a distal portion of the guide wire, but such is not found in the claim language. In the previously applied 
Schoenefeld reference, the follower member (22) can rotate with the driver member (26), and the guide wire (58) can move relative to the 
driver member because of the slots (56). For the above reasons, the proposed amendment does not materially reduce or simplify the 
issues for appeal. 
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
